What is the Alternativet
From the N, Y, Nation,
1t would bo well for those who are dissatis-
fied with the Congressional plan of reconstrac
tion, and are now placing it in danger by their
desertion or denunoiations, to let the world
know aa soon as possible what they would

pubstitute for it. A good many of them-—Mr,
Ewing, of Ohio, for one, In his recent letter
oxplaining the Republican defeat in that
Btato—talk aa if Congress was seeking Lo ea-
tablish megro ascendancy at the BSouth, and
Lhad instituted npegro sulfrage there for this
purpose of malioe aforethonght. Hat it 15 well
known that Congress only came to negro sufl-
frage slowly and reluotantly, and after trying
another plan, which actually left the govern-
ment of the Southern States in the handa of
the whites. The prompt and cheerful accept.
ance of the constitutionnl amendiment, though
it did oot in our opinion exact as muoh by any
means a8 it ought to have done, would no
doubt have satistied the North sufoiently to
have secured the admission of the Southern
sanators and representatives to their places,

The amendment was, however, delibarately
and ostentatiously rejeoted; not on the ground
that the conditions that it contained were hard
or unreasonable—this even the Philadeiphia
Convention did not venture to maintain—but
on the ground that the South ought not to be
required to submit to any conditions what-
ever, After this, Congress had two courses
open to it. One was to readmit the South
without any stipulation or concession what-
ever, except the acceptance of emancipation as
an accomplished fact, leaving the negross to
be subjected to any régime ghort of re-suslave-
ment that the whitez pleased, and taking no
secnrity whatever against a repetition of the
revolt against the United States Government.
The other was to introduce into the work of
reconstruction some new element; since the
disloyal portion of the Southern population
would not do it, to appeal to the loyal.

Now the first of these counrses would, it ia
uotorious, have only pleased a very small seotion
of the Northern people. Only a very small
minority, aud that mainly composed of avowed
gacessionists, would have been satisfled to see
the South return to its place in the Union as if
nothing had happened. Thisis no supposition.
It is ns well agcertained as anything in politics
can be. Most people called for conditions of
some kind; and all acknowledged that If any
conditions were allowable, those contained in
the constitutional amendment were not unrea-
sonable, and were in faot agz little as could be
asked, There then remained the admission of
the negroes to the suffrage, at least for the
Eurposc of slecting constitutional conventions,

lany peopls were willing to see the color test
abolished, but wanted an educational test sab-
stituted for it.

To this there were two objections:—First,
that an educational test, to be of any roal
value, and te be free of any indirect disorimi-
nation against celor, had to be imposed not
only on those on whom the suffrage had still
to be bestowed, but on those already in
possession of it. Ignorance iz Ignorauce,
whether the voter be a white or a black mau.
It was, however, admitted that to foree the
poor Bouthern whites to learn to read before
voting again would be an outrage to which
they would not submit. On this no party st
the North was prepared to insist; not the
Demoorats, becnuse they have always opposed
the idea that popnlar intelligence was a politi-
cal necessity; and not the Kepublicans, beoruss
they, toe, in forgetiulness of their earlier oreed,
were cheated by their anxiety to do the negro
justice into proclaiming the suflrage to be the
“natural right'' of every adult male,

Some went farther, and maintained even
that anybody was competent to decide any
qunestion of ﬁovemmant by the aid of ‘‘com-
mon sense.” Mereover—and by this consi-
deration the Republicans were perhaps more
influenced than any other—the impogition of
an eduoational test at the present election—
that is, at the moment when negro votes were
most needed by the nation, would have ex-
alnded most of them, and have left the work
of revonstrnction substantially where it stood.
It was said, and with t justice, too, that
by admitting all to vote, a pressure would be
applied to the whites in favor of popular edu-
cation which could be applied in no other way;
that in no other way conld the negroes so well
learn their duties as citizens, and in no other
way could they so wall foree the looal anthori-
ties to do them justice.

It may turn out that Congress, in adopting
this latter conrse, made a mistake; but this
does nol yet appear, aud until it does appear
those who oppoge it are bound to tell us what
they wounld Kaw dong had uwly had their way.
Legislation is not a puzzle intended for the
exercise of the wits. It is a mean) of affecting
the lives and happiness of whole communities,
and those who oriticize it have 8 higher daty
than that of finding fault; they are bound to
tell their neighbors how to amend. 1t is all
very well to rail against ‘‘negro ascendancy,"
but what sscendancy should be substituted
for it? Into whose hands, at the Sonth,
will you ocommit the task of reorganizing
the Government, if not to a majority of the
whole people? It is no doubt hard to shut
out o many whites because they have taken
part in the Rebellion; but if yon do not like
this, are you prepared to let them shut outl
those who did not take part in it, but opposed
it with sll their might? It is no doubt hard to
keep #0 large a lmrlinu of the United States
s0il so long under military rule, bat then
what kind of rule would be sel np if the mili-
tary were withdrawn! How would the elec-
tions, for inatance, be conducted! How large
a proportionof the Southern population would
snjoy any protection for sither life or property?
Which {8 most injurious to free government—
the rule of an organized military forse, acting
ander laws passed by a deliberative body, or
the rule of the knifs and revolver, the vigi-
iance committee and the mob?

heke are mportant questions, which avery
fair-minded man is bound to ssk himself, and
at loast try to answer before he beging ralling
at Uongress. Of the thonsands who rail at it,
however, probably not one par cent, give them
& moment’s consideration. What they do ia to
pot themselves through a grand high priori
process, in which {hey arrange the facts to
#uit Lhemlvu, and make them APPeAr HOMmG-
lll‘ns lika thiﬁ:_-.llliﬂrﬂ s n 1.'83’ wtelligent
community of men of our own race, with an
admirable system of law, who, though they
have besu iu rebellion, have nnhmm.g with &
ood grace to dofeat, They have emanoipated
thelr alnves oheerflly &t our reguest, oy
know theé negro well, and havin {Jm brought
up with blm, of course feel kindly dis
towards him,and ave anxious for his welfare and
glevation. Beivg weik and ignomot, of
gourse the Bherilf and polios and judges devots
more care and attention to his Interasts than
they do 10 these of white wen, und 48 10 the

white inhabitants generally, of oourse they
are kind and falr in their dealings with bim,
as they are deeply interested in hia prosperity,
Yot Cong animated by mere spite and
malevolenos, without the slightest necessity
or provooation, has disfranchised a large body
of the most inhlliient whites, and by giving
the suffrage to all the blacks has hane 73 over
to them the government of the entire Bouth.
We see the result in Virginia,"

We bave made no attompt to axtennats the
rajult of the late elestions in Virginia. Wae
hiave our own opinion of the gentry who have
thera undertaken the task of “lesding” the
blacks, and have expressed it very frealy. But
that such people should get control of the
blaoks at the ontset, and having got vontrol of
them ghould abuse it, was naturally to be ex
peoted. The liability of the freedmen to be
misled by demagogues on their first entranos
into politieal life {5 one of the unfortunate
regults of their having been so long degraded
slaves; and the proper medicine for this wealk-
nues is, we take it, participation in the Govern-
ment. To regard the existence of the weak-
ness as a reagon for not attempting to apply
the remedy, is about as sensible as refusing to
teach a man to swim owing to the verfalnty
that at flrat he would probably flonnder a good
deal and got his head under water,

Moreover, it must not be forgotten that the
large negro majorities are due in the main to
the intentional abstinence of the whites from
voling. A phenomenon of the sama kind (8 by
no means unfamiliar at the North—the refusal
of therich and well aducated to vote or take
any active interest in publio affairs, through
disgust or despair or love of ease. It has
beem and 18 constantly witnessed in this city,
and with deplorable resultsa, New York is
governed by as ignorant & olas2 and one mors
depraved than even the worst of the negroes;
but the disgust and neglect of the rich and
educated usually call down denuanooiation on
them rather than on the olass to which they
leave the work of government. Moreover,
if we omnce admit that the negroes onght to
be  disfranchised wherever the whites
choose to abstain from voting, we of
course murrender the game. It being omoe
established that if the whites do not vole the
negroes are to blame, the whites will atop
voting all over the South and leave us to do
the rest for them. A more absurd principle
it would be impossible to introduce into
politica. The trne way, in my opinion, to make
the whitea take their proper part in the
government of the South, {8 to show them
that if they ohoose to sulk they will be ruled
by the blacks. If they are once mads sure of
this, which as yet they are not, we venture Lo
predict they will soon take an active part in
elactions.

The Coming Man,
From the N. Y, Tribune.

The Democrats of this section have little
knowledge of their probable candidate for next
President, and will thank ns for making him
better known to them. Ilis name i5 George
H. Pendleton, and he lives st Cincinnati, Ohio.
His father, Nathaniel (. Pendleton, was a
seion of an eminent Virginia family, who
migrated to Cincinnati some fifty years ago,
practised law, and made a handsome fortune
there, and was chosen to Congress as a Whig
in 1840, beating the Hon. Robert T. Lytle, his
Democratio competitor, by ten majority, if onr
memory serves, (Hamilton county was
stroogly Democratic in thoge days, but was
iarried that year for General Harrison on the
Presidentinl vote, which followed the State
slection aforesaid, )

Nathaniel G. Pendleton was an excellent
though not a great man. His son George has
rather more oultivation, and perhaps more
natural ability, thongh far from being a
genius, DBut he is a thorough gentleman in
manner and address; and if, outside of his
politics, hie ever did an unjust or unworthy
act, we never heard of it,

We thiok he will be the Demooratic eandi-
date for next President, for these reasons: —

The party is now on its high horse, and not
likely to stultify itself as it did when it run &
General on a pence platform. It believes it
may consult its wishes rather than its fears iu
choosing its standard-bearer, and is not likely
to be nupdeceived before making its nationsl
nominations. Now Mr. Pendleton embodies its
ideas and its purposes as thoronghly and pal-
pably as Mr. Clay ever did those of the Whig
party. A Whig by education, he is a Demo-
orat by conviction and by deliberate choice,
In Congress, throughout the war, he never
made n speech nor gave a vote that Robert E.
Lee or John Slidell could object to, Never
desiring disanion, he had early studied Cal.
houn and become a convert io his view of
State Rights and Federal limitations, and he
read the Constitution as giving the Federal
authority no power to coerce or constrain a
State. Holding the war on the part of the
Unfon aggressive and unjust, he gave it no
support, no conntenance, whether by word
or deed. And, detesting the national debt
a8 representing the means whereby the
Confederacy was overthrown, he i3 now open
in his advocacy of its prompt extinotion by
printing off two thonsand millions of fresh
greenbacks and giving every holdsr of thag
debt the face of his bonds in corrency, thus
stopping the inteérest on the debt at once and
justifying a rednotion of all Federal imposts
and taxes by one-hall. The country befng
thua flooded with greenbacks, payable in
nothing and pever, they conld not help falling
to ten cents in coin per dollar. Then, if two
hundred and fifty millions could somehow be
borrowed or otherwise raised, the dabt might
be got rid of at once, or it would be easy to
wait till the discredited rags wore out, perished
in conflagrations, or were otherwise destroyed,
Thus they would nltimately vanish, llke the
old Continental money, not ocosting the Trea-
sury a cent, We consider this far more manly
than the shame-froed, sneaking rascality of
those who prate of paying in ‘‘legal-tendar"
and giving the public creditora s much as
they peid for their bonds. We prefer Diock
Turpin to Fagin.

My, Pendleton is likely to be the candidate,
becanse the Bonth and Weat are now a decided
overmatch for the East, while the Damooracy
of the West is soarcely distingulshable in type
from the comservatlima of the Bouth. We
think the firat ochoice of & majority of sither
brauch of the party would be Robert E. Lee;
but there are prejudices against him as a
candidate, which would be less operative, less
potent, in the case of Mr, Pendiston. We do
not belleve there is a conservative in all the
South who wounld objset to Mr. Pendleton; if
there be one such, he must be very bigoted
and exclusive. And noman who did uot &e-
tually smell powder in the Rebel armies would

thesie truths to be self-evident, that all white

WOould not be really lost if he were o the Pre-

sidential ohair. Yet ho gave the Virginia
Bourbons good sdvios when, on their restora-
tion to power by Johnsom, they had a chanoe
to treat the blacks kindly, and thraw it AWRY.
We venture the guess that no man treats his
black servants Detter, as servants, than he
does.

There is & ailver lining to most olouds. If
the eleotions of 1867 had gone like those of
1866, we should probably have had some am-
biguons, half-and-half, shuflling candidate for
President to oppose in 1865; but the late
results have olaared the atmosphere dacidedly.
A square, olenn issus between the two parties
will now be made up; the sham Demooraoy
will select & representative man; and for suof
it has none better in its ranks than (leorge 1.
Pendloton.

The Late Klections Eastand Went

Hagt and West, In every State whera it has
been made the test, this unpalatable, imprao-
tionble and davgerous proposition of univeraal
negro suflrage has resulted in a revolt in the
Republioan ranka, and in a formal notics to the
radical managers of the Republican party that
their reign has ended, that wiser leaders and
better connsels must take their places, that the
congervative Union elements of the country
are in motion for a new organization and a new
departure for the Presidentinl election, and
that General Grant is their man.

Deginning with the October elsotions, we

Cliase a8 a
I'regidential candidate and universal negro
suiflrage were distinotly before the peopls,
they lost the State Legislature, and thereby a
radionl United Btates Sanator—'Old Ben
Wade''—and had their negro suffrage amend-
ment to the State Constitution voted down by
fifty thonsand majority against it, This was
n stuoner from the same people who had re-
jected Vallandigham and his Copperhead here.
sies by one hundred thousand majority,

But the leading organs of Mr. Chase, Fast
and West, immediately put in the plea that
hie was not responsible for these resnlts in
Uhio, although personally superintending the
battle on the Republioan sids. It was ar-
ranged, accordingly, by his radical managers
in New York, to give him o falr trial in our
November eleotion. They took the matter in
hand at Syracuse, they set up their candidate
in platform, including nniversal negro suf-
frage, and behold the result! It {5 astound-
ing, overwhelming, and beyond all ¢uestion ia
decisive against Mr. Chase and Lis negro suf-
frage and flnancial policy and his protensions
as a Vresidentinl candidate, It was every-
where underatood that if the Republicans var-
ried this State it would be considersd as the
voice of New York in favor of Mp. Chase,
and it was generally believed that his suoccess
in New York would make sure his nomination
for the Presidency by the Republican National
Convention. It was even broadly hinted, in
advance of the election, that the success of the
Republican Siate ticket would be equivalent
to the vomination of Chase and Fenton, and
this ia the sacheme which has beeun so signally
overthrown. Mr. Chase and his negro suf-
frage and financial platform ars oast out, and
the voice of the Kmpire State inaugurates a
reconstruction of the solid, pgenuine Tuion
cloments of the conntry under the stundard of
General Grant.

General Grant's Nomiantion,
From the N. Y, Timeas.

The late elections have made Gensral Grant
the Republican candldate for the Prosidency.
This i8 a result which we have foreseen and
favored for the last two years. We have had
no donbt, since the contest between the Presi-
dent nndd Congress grew sharp and bitter, that
the country would fall back upon (eneral
Grant to do what neither of the ocontending
parties could do, restore the Union on a basis
of justice, in & spirit of amity, and in accord-
ance with the principles of self-government,
which are fundamental in onr republie.

Making war, and making peace when the
war is over, are two different things. They
require different means as they #eek different
ends, Flerce passion, the utmost fervor of
party and seotional hatred, a desperate deter-
mination to trample the éenemy in the dust—
these feelings and purposes “re proper and
necessary in waging war. War is a thing of
pagsion, and the holter and flercer the temper
in which it iz carried on, the more vigorouna
and successfnl the war will be,

But when the war ends, the passion which
fed it must end also, or u-ll.le:l and lusting
peace cannot be had. In a war of ons nation
ngainst another this is less essential, bsonuse
each ean manage its own affalrs withont regard
to the other. DBut after & civil war, when
peace implies not only a cessation of hostilitiea
Letween belligerents, but the renewal of a
partnorghip, the exercise of common powars,
the enjoyment of common rights, and the pur-
guit of common ends betwesn them, the resto-
ration of peace means somelhing much broader
and deepsr in its relations. If thae oonquaror
iz to uLerish still all the hatred and resent-
ment of the war, and sseck the same ends of
homiliation and subjugation only by different
means, peace, inany genuloe and hearty gdnse
of the word, caanot be had. We way have
silence, submission, subjection; but these in
i ]’r_']JlJ.irl.iv &re not peace,

Party victories, won in heated contests, in-
volving gharp points of ocontroversy and im-
posing harsh mle upon the weaker party, do
uot establish peace between Lthem. The elec-
tion of Wendell Phillipa to be Prealdent, with
a Congrese in sywmpathy with his views and
fealings, would not give the country peave,
Hmllgh every Btate should be bronght back
o the Unlon, every district representad, every
office filled, and every man, woman, and ohild
gllent and submissive to the law. And the
tendency of events for the last two years
has been towards suoch a contest and fuch a
viotory,

The conntry wants a victory which the de-
feuted party will not deem a degradation, and
in which it will not ses its rufn, General
Grant’'s eleetion as President will not Le
desmed, by any I}Mty or by any section, an
insnlt or & humiliation; for all parties and all
seotions know that it is not in his temper or
his nature to insult or humiliate any class or
any community. He can reconelle counfliotin
feelings, goothie exasperated ressniments, medi-
ate between contending partivs, and thus open
the way 1o a reconciliation full of the spirit of
peace, and involving all its highest and bast re-
sults, bettor than auy other man in the nation.
And this not because he is an abler man, or s
more «xfn;-riam-nd statesman, or a wmore de-
olded and active Republioan, than Chisf Justice
Chiase or anybody else—but beoauss the deeds
and public services which commend him to

the regard aud love of Lis countrymon, Lave

| also beld him aloof from the confliots and
Lintreda alike of parties and sections—Dbecause
ho is of & enlm, self-controlling, #quabla tem-
per, wedded naturally and unconguerably to
,L\mtlm and falr dealing—and because all men

now him to be & zealons, disinterosted lover
of his country and of the principles of its gov-
ernment,

Nor do we share in the slightest degree the
Tribune's fenrs that he will saorifice any of the
principles of libert{, equal, impartial, and
universal, on which our institutions rest.
Those who hopa for the revival of the olass
distinotions of the past—who look to the fresh
degradation of the colored race, to the exola-
alon from civil righta and politioal privilegens
of men for any other canse than lack of merit,
will ind no encouragement and no ald in
General Grant, If the Tribune has any fear
that General Grant will give countenance or
toleration to any sochems which seeks either to
“‘reduos the blacks again to vassalage or seml-
slavery,'’ or to defrand the national oreditors,
we are confidont it may at oncve dismiss them.
Nothing in his history, his acts, or his declara-
tions gives the slightest warrant for any such
apprehiensions,

tieneral Grant's nomination, which we re-
gard -as virtually wade already, will consoli-
date and harmonize the Republioan party, first
by ending all personal strife, all contest and
collision among aspirants for the Presidenoy,
and next by confining its action to the essen-
tial principles and potluy which the welfare of
the conntry requires. And his election will
put anend to the war of parties and of fac-
tions, by which peace has besn rspellod and
the restoration of the Union discouraged and
delayed.

An Europenn Cosgress—Another Rumor,
Yom the N, Y. Herald,

It ia authoritatively stated in one of our
late onble despatohes that a “call for an Eo-
ropean congress will soon be issued by the
French Government,* alias Louiz Napoleon,
We do not much wonder at the rumor, nor
shall we be at all surprised if some such pro-
posal is actnally made by the Emperor to the
other great powers. It is no secret, but a fact
patent to the world, that & general congress ia
one of thé primary objects on which for years
past the Emperor's heart has been set. It i3
uot at all improbable that a congress will be
brought together; but, unless we greatly mis.
tike the present character aud condition of tha
different European Governments, & congrasd is
posgible only on one condition, Its purpose
must, frst of all, be distinetly and definitel
gtated. That purpose must not be general,
but particular. If Napoleon asks an Earvopean
copgress to ald him in answering the ques.
tion, What is best to do with Rome? we
fee no reason why his request shonld not
be complied with, nor do we think it at all
unlikely that it will, Such a congress was
got together for the purpose of settling the
Luxembourg question. Such, howevar, T:-i not
the kind of congress which Napoleon wauts,
Hig object is to rearrange, according to &
favorite plan of his own, the mnationalities of
Europe. He wishes to reconstruct the boun-
dary lines, and we have little doubt that if a
congress would gratify Nupoleon's ambition in
certain directions, he wonld not be unwilling
to abandon his protectorate of Roms. No con-
gress, however, could do this but one whicl
was convened for the most general and indefi-
nite purpose. Fuch a congress, we hesitate
not to say, is in present circnmstances impos-
sible. We are not nnwilling, however, to be
generous. If Napoleon submits to the deeclsion
of an Enropean congresa the final and nnguali-
fied decision of the Roman question, he will
give proof of a desire to do justica, and of a
willlugness to preserve the peace of thie nation,
for which we have not been able hitherto to
give him credit,
